Porter and wife, by which they were 
to live at his home, rent free, and were 
to be paid $10 a month for caring for 
KlrchhOfor's baby.

ENTOMOLOGISTS TO ATTEMPT TO 


DESTROY PEST OF APPLE 


TREES. 


BERKELET, Dec. 24.—The Agricul- 


tural Department of the State Univer- 
sity is preparing to make a thorough and 
systematic cainpalgn against the codling 
moth, the ir.seoc that is working" so much 
damage, to the apple crops of California. 
Professor G. Y/. Woodworth, entomolo- 
gist at Berkeley la preparing maps of the 
infested ieglon nbout Watsonville, show- 
ing where the Insect is doing" the moat 
deadly work, and where It seems to have 
failed to locate Itself. This map is to be 
made tha basis of an organized plan of 
action against the pest. 
Seven sub-stations are to be placed In 
the Pajaro Valley. One will be In an un- 
infested region, one will be in a packing 
house, and the other five will be in the 
different orchards. It is in the packing 
houses that the moth seems to make its 
strong hold. On the rafters, between the 
boards, in every crack and crevice it 
spins Its cocoons until jt seems as if the 
building were hult together and could 
stfj.nd without the use of nails. 
It 
is 


frcin the packing houses, too, that the 
insect spreads, as it gets Into the fruit 
boxes and is .sent all over the country- Zn 
fact it was in fruit boxes that the pest 
was brought to this country from Eu- 
rope. 
The life history of the codling 
moth 
will be studied. 
As in the case of the 
peach worm of Placer county, the time 
of Its hatching, Its transportation, Us 
spinning its cocoon, will all be carefully 
investigated. 
in order that the proper 
stage in its development can be ascer- 
tained for tho application of sprays or 
whatever else may bo* used to extermi- 
nate H. By this cnrofu! study the ento- 
mologists at Berkeley hope to rid the 
State of the destroying insect. 
Professor Woodworth and Mr. Warren 
T. Clarke, who did v-uch successful work 
in Placer county, will have charge of the | 
present Inject war. Mr. Clarke will de- 
vote his entire time to the work. 
Move 
than this, students of entomology at :he 
University will be sent to the district to 
do practical i'leld work. 
They will be 
under Mr. Clarke and help him in his 
work. 
Besides carrying on investigations 
in 
Pajaro the department will visit other 
infested regiony. 
Mens will be sent to 
the hills of Santa Cruz, to Los Angeles, 
to the lower Sierra counties and to Sac- 
ramento. In all of these places the cod- 
ling moth is doing a great deal of dam- 
age. 
But It is at Wataonville that/the 
chief 
attack 
will be mode. For fifty 
j.'earn they have been raising apples In 
that section. - But in the last few years 
it has come to be; one of the 
principal 
apple sections of the State, 
Last year 
the loss to thn apple crop through 
the 
ravages of the codling moth amounted 
to something like 560,000. With this loss 
of last year, and every Indication that a 
still greater Ions will fall this season, the 
altuntlon i:i serious. 
This the 
farmers 
realize, and they have appealed to the* 
University for aid. As a icsult the cam- 
paign against tho codling moth has be- 
gun.

Let food and good cheer 
be ever so cheap and abundant, there 
are some who have not the where- 
withal to buy. Let the climate be ever 
to mild, there are some on whom the 
band of sickness or age has fallen. 
Scm« •belters are rude and unfur- 
nished and cheerless for one cause or 
another. Those who enjoy the boun- 
' tie* of health, prosperity and happiness 


here where nature has been so pro- 
die*! should see to It that none go 
without 
the 
grood cheer and kindly 


greeting that belong to the season. Let 
•very one do something to alleviate 
distress, to soothe sorrow and make 
life glad for the unfortunate. 
If na- 


ture has been kind to us, let us be kind 
to those about us to whom poverty or 
affliction has come. 
We should not 


need snow storms and blizzards to re- 
mind us of the Christmas festival or 
the duty we owe to one another. 


And so, good readers, we are glad 


to be with you In California, and trust 
we shall share together many more 
such happy and prosperous seasons;

A VERY, STRICT RULE. 


An Oklahoma Judge has decided that 


a litigant loses his case by giving a 
Juror a small present even after the 
verdict has been rendered. A man at 
Guthrle, sued a railroad company for 
damages to his property caused by 
building a line across. The Jury gave 
him a judgment for $25,000. After the 
trial was over a negro Juror asked the 
successful litigant for fifty cents to pay 
for his sopper and got the money. On 
being Informed of it the Judge set 
aside 
the 
verdict and docketed the 


case for another trial. 
This is on a 


par with the action of the Vermont 
Supreme Court in reversing a Judg- 
ment because the successful litigant 
treated the Jury to cigars after the 
verdict was rendered. 
In California 


It Is quite customary for successful 
litigants or their attorneys to "treat" 
the Jury, but It is a custom more hon- 
ored In the breach than in the observ- 
ance. 
While the Vermont rule may 


be drawing It rather fine, It is better 
than going too far the other way. 


In their platforms both of the last

one hundred years, for the amount now 
being mined is in excess 
of 60,000,000 


tons per annum, and the 
volume of 


consumption 
is 
steadily 
expanding. 


Anthracite coal mining dates back a 
little more than eighty years, having 
begun in 1820. 
Not only Is anthracite 


the cleanest and most economical coal 
to handle, but the deposits are most 
conveniently located o£ all 
the "coal 


fields for supplying the great cities of 
the North Atlantic seaboard. One- 
fourth of the coal in this field has 
already been mined," and consumption 
is rising at such a rate that the pres- 
sure of demand must soon be felt in 
the price. 
Soft coal or oil will take 


its place as fuel in factories, and the 
poor will be compelled 
to 
resort 
to 


some cheaper material to burn in their 
stoves and grates. 


While the exhaustion of the anthra- 


cite supply will entail no industrial 
disaster, It 
will 
doubtless decidedly 


affect the great manufacturing centers, 
where the use of soft coal is now prac- 
tically forbidden by smoke ordinances. 
Plttsburg and the other great manu- 
facturing centers of the Ohio Valley 
use bituminous coal 
exclusively for 


factory fuel. 
The smoke and soot are 


disagreeable, but they 
have 
the de- 


sirable effect of preventing over-con- 
gestion of population and industries 
In factory districts. 


It is stated that the winter consump- 


tion of anthracite coal in New York is 
100,000 tons a day; in other seasons it 
approximates 60,000 tons a day. 
The 


average Is fixed at 80,000 tons a day. 
This is, 29,200,000 tons a year for one 
city alone. 


And coal is retailing in New York 


now at se%-enteen dollars a ton, and the 
supply Is far 
short of the 
demand. 


This condition suggests that the fuel 
question has become a burning ques- 
tion in the extreme East. 
While the 


i\rute stage is largely due to the great 
strike, the vast industrial expansion, 
with Its consequent 
Increase in coal 


consumption, operating on a limited 
source of supply, is making Itself felt 
permanently in price. 
The manufac- 


turers of the East will have to use soft 
coal or their industries will move to 
where cheaper fuel can be had.

The Republican City Central Com- 


mittee met last night and decided to 
hold the Republican City Convention 
on Friday evening, January 30, 190S, 
three days after the, primary election. 
It also apportioned the delegates from 
the seven wards. 


These decisions were incorporated in 


a petition to the City Council request- 
ing that the Republican party be given 
a place on the primary ticket. 
The 


commltteemen present were: 
Chair- 


man Andy B. Johnstone, Secretary Dan 
W. Doody, T. Le Ballister, George W. 
Reed, Rod W. Church, 
Emil Nus- 


bautner. B. F. Armstrong, W. C. Court- 
ney and Clinton G. Dodge. 


When the meeting wan called to or- 


der George W. Reed, chairman of the 
committee to draw the petition, made 
a report. He read a petition for 
the 


time of convention and the number of 
delegates left blanks. 


Secretary Doody said 
that 
there 


should be incorporated in the petition 
the number of committeemen to 
be 


appointed and the manner of appoint- 
ing them. 
If this was not done, he 


said, the convention could select the 
committeemen from the body of the 
convention. 


"If we win out our delegation from 


the Sixth ward," he said, "we want 
that delegation to name its own com- 
mitteemen." 


Reed suggested that it might be a 


good plnn to Incorporate Doody's ideas 
in the petition, a,nd Judge Nusbaumer 
said that there should be a, commit- 
teeman from each ward and six 
at 
large, as at present. 


Doody said the committee should be 


cut down, but Nusbaumer and Church 
said the convention could increase the 
number if it desired. 


Reed then continued his report. He 


said he had procured a copy of the 
TRIBUNE, showing the number of 
votes cast at the last municipal elec- 
tion. 
According to these figures, he 


said, 2,94i Republican votes were cast. 
He suggested that there be one dele- 
gate for every twenty ot those votes 
or major fraction thereof. This would 
give the several wards votes aa fol- 
lows: 
First ward, 197 votes, 15 dele- 


gates; Second ward, 383 votes, 19 dele- 
gates; Third ward, 407 votes, 20 dele- 
gates; Fourth ward, 527 votes, 26 dele- 
gates; Fifth ward, 408 votes. 20 dele- 
gates; Sixth ward, 5-18 votes, 27 dele- 
gates; Seventh ward, 374 votes, 19 dele- 
gates. This would make 146- delegates 
to the convention. 


Armstrong said that there were not 


enough delegates, but Doody said any 
more would make the convention un- 
wleldly. 


On motion of Doody, the date was 


set 
for 
January 
30th, 
Councilman 


ourtney stating that

The records of the Health Office lor 


the eleven months of this year ending 
December 1st shows 921 blrtr.s and 909 
deaths. 
"This showing as regards the births 


of this city," said a -well-known citizen 
today, "Is defective 
and 
unreliable. 


This Is not the fault of the employes of 
the Health Office. It is primarily the 
fault of doctors who violate the law, 
which requires 
them 
to report the 
cases of birth which they attend with- 
in a month after that birth. Every doc- 
tor falling to comply with this law can 
and should be fined. There are many 
doctors who do not attend such cases, 
but those who do not should be made 
to answer for neglect. 
"Birth, statistics are Intended to show 
whether or not a community Is self- 
sustaining or retrograding, Just as the 
number o£ deaths shows whether a 
town Is In a healthy or sickly condi- 
tion. 
'^Doctors do not dare neglect report- 
ing deaths, and they should have an 
equally commendable fear of falling 
to record births under their supervis- 
ion."A liberal -birth list shows a vigorous 
and growing community. The birth 
rate of this city would be once and a 
half that of the death rate if all the 
doctors reported cases promptly, to say 
nothing oJ the births which are pre- 
sided over by private mldwives and 
mothers' friends. 
"This is a matter which the Health 
Board, the Board of Trade and the 
Merchants' Exchange ought to 
look 


Into. 
"If all the births of this year had 
•been reported, It 
would appear that 
thereiiad been at least 250 more births

Mountains, in the vlciwty of Truckee, is 
now drawing to a close.

the best seasons the ice men have had 
In a number of years. The freeze' was 
heavy enough to make a splendid grade 
of ice and the crop Is said to be of - 
flrm<pnd clear quality. The freeze came 
early this year and the men who fun the 
ponds and lakes and creeks did not lose 
any time. Hundreds of men were given 
employment on the ponds and .the ice 
barons have Just completed the shipment 
at three hundred carloads of ice to stock 
the warehouses of the Railroad Company 
in various parts of California and Ari- 
zona. 
Sixty carloads each were sent to 
San Francisco and I.os Angeles. During 
the remainder of the harvest time the 
companies will be engaged in filling the 
Ice houses at Boca and Truckee.

fruit cars during the summer months. 
The ice men expect that the season's 
cut of ice will reach 100,000 tons in the 
vlclnty of Truckee.

West has nominated every Republican 
candidate for President since 185S.—
